New Delhi, tile 31st August, 1990 

Subject:—Guidelines for Export under OGL.-3 in 
respect of garments and knitwear to coun¬ 
tries where such exports are covered under 
quantitative restraints for the calendar 
year’s 1991-93. 

1. Introduction : 

No. 1(4|90 -EP(T&J)I (Apparels).—Pursuant to 
provisions contained in OGL-3 in respect oL expor 
of readymade garments and knitwear to USA. Can¬ 
ada, EEC, Austria, Finland, Sweden and Norway, 
the Policy for Allotment cf Entitlement; (hereinafter- 
referred to as 'he Allotment Policy) for the year 
1991 to 1993 shall be as hereinafter detailed. How¬ 
ever, depending upon them outcome of the Uru¬ 
guay Round of Negotiations and the future of 
MFA, Government reserves the right to amend the 
policy as necessary. 

2. Administration : 

(i) Unless otherwise directed, the Director Gene¬ 
ral Apparels Export Promotion Council. New Delhi 
shall allocate export entitlement except for woollen 
apparels and such acrylic knitwears reserved from 
time to time for W&WEPC where allocation shall 
be made by the Secretary W&WEPC. However DG, 
AEPC shall do the necessary' certification for all 
export of readymade garments and knitwear includ¬ 


ing woollen and acrylic knitwear covered in this Al¬ 
lotment Policy. 

(ii) For the purpose of the above, the Director 
General of AEPC and W&WEPC shall mean and 
include such other officials of AEPC and W&WEPC 
to whom they expressly or otherwise delegate part 
or whole of such functions and responsibilities. 

(iii) The Director General, AEPC and the Secre¬ 
tary, W&WEPC notwithstanding any delegations effec¬ 
ted by them shall be accountable to the Ministry of 
Textiles for implementation of the allotment policy. 

(iv) The Ministry of Textiles shall be the final 
authority regarding interpretation of any of the pro¬ 
visions of this notification. Tire Ministry of Textiles 
may also issue such guidelines as it deems fit from 
time to time regarding agencies of administration, 
their functions and responsibilities and may reallo¬ 
cate part or whole of the functions and responsibili¬ 
ties to such authorities as it deems fit. 

(v) Export entitlements will be allotted only to ex¬ 
porters registered with the competent registering au¬ 
thorities as per Import-Export Policy. 

3. Base Period : 

The phrase "base period” for an allotment year, 
wherever appearing in this notification, shall mean 
the two calendar years preceding the year immedia¬ 
tely before that allotment year. For example, the 
"base period” for the year 1991 shall be the year: 
1988 and 1989. 

4. Systems of Allotment : 

(i) Subject to clause 5 of this notification, quanti¬ 
ties for export in each allotment year shall be allo¬ 
cated according to the following systems at rates in¬ 
dicated against each of them:-

(a) Past Performance Entitlement 60 

(PPE) 

(b) First-come-First served 10 

(FCFS) 

(c) Manufacturer Exporter 18 

Entitlement (MEE) 

(d) Public Sector Entitlement 2

-Entitlements (NQE) 

Total 100 


(b) First-come-First served 10 

(ii) Apart from the above, quantities that become 
available from trine to time on. account of surrenders, 
flexibilities or otherwise, shall also be allocated un¬ 
der FCFS system. 
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(iii) Government of India in the Ministry of Tex¬ 
tiles reserves the right to allocate entitlements in varia¬ 
tion with the above in case if is considered so 
desirable, >n /icw of changes in demand pattern 
and other relevant consideration. 

5. Government of India in the Ministry of Tex¬ 
tiles may decide, if o satisfied, that part or whole 
of any of the quantities earmarked for FCFS either 
by way of original allocation or on account of sur¬ 
render [flexibilities etc. shall be allotted in such other 
manner as it deems fit. 

6. Allotments : 

(i) For the purpose of utilisation of allotment the 
year shall be divided into two periods for PPE, 
MEE? NQE and PSE. The first period shall be from 
1st January to 31st May. The second period shall be 
from 1st June to 30th Sept. A minimum of 50 per 
cent of the allotments for the year should be utilised 
during the first period and the balance during the 
second period. The unutilised portion of any entitle¬ 
ment shall stand automatically surrendered at the 
end of each period subject to clause I4(ii) and 16 

(iii). 

(ii) The quantities eamarked in the above sys- 
terms shall be released in the first period. The quanti¬ 
ties shall be opened on 1st January and for this pur¬ 
pose DG. AEPC' may invite applications during the 
previous year. 

(iii.) The entire quantity under FCFS system shall 
be opened at the beginning of the year (subject to 
clause 4(ii) above) and for tiiis purpose DG, AEPC 
may invite applications during the previous year. 

(iv) Textiles Commissione may reserve quantities 
for knitwear, children’s wear, woollen garments, or 
any other segment and may announce separate Hoot 
prices for such quantities notwithstanding the provi¬ 
sions in clause 13(i). 

7. Past Performance Entitlement (PPE) System : 

(i) The DG, AEP'C shall compute PPE on the fol¬ 
lowing basis. 

(ii) Available levels will be allotted pro-rata on 
the basis of the value of exports during the base 
period by the applicants in each country!category. 
Allotments, however, will be restricted to the annual 
average export performance of India in the country; 
category during the base period. 

(iii) PPE shall be transferable, either in full or 
in part, during the period of original validity of the 
PPE. 

(iv) A transferred PPE (hereinafter referred to as 
PPT) shall be valid for the allotment period in 
which the transfer is effected. 

(v) Extension of validity of PPT shall be subject 
to conditions enumerated hereinafter at Clause 

14(ii) and I6(iii), 

(vi) Shipments against PPT will be counted ns 
exports by the transferee. 

(vii) Transfer of a PPT is not allowed.

8. First-Come-First-Served-FCFS) System 


(i) Quantities shall be allocated on 


First-Come- 


First-Served basis against applications supported by 
L.C.s valid on the date of application. 


(ii) Textile Commissioner will fix the maximum 
quantity that can be applied by any applicant for 
each country,category under this system per day. 
Such maximum quantity will be ordinarily 1% of 
the level earmarked for allocation under this system 
for each country [category. However, in cases where 
such earmarked levels are either too low or too high, 
the quantify in such cases will not be less than 3,000 
pieces or more than 25,000 pcs per applicant per 
day. 

(iii) Allotment under this system shall be valid 
for a period of 60 days, but not beyond 31st De¬ 
cember of the allotment year subject to clause 
14(h). 


(iv) Allotments shall be granted on FCFS basis, 
and on a day when available quantifies are over¬ 
subscribed, eligibility shall be decided on the basis 
of higher unit value realisation among the applica¬ 
tions received on the day. 

(v) FCFS is not transferable. 


9. Manufacturer Exporter Entitlement ( MEE) 
System; 

(i) (The Textile Commissioner shall be the 
authority for deciding the eligibility and pro¬ 
duction capacity of a Manufacturer Exporter. 


(ii) For Manufacturer-Exporter to be eligible for 
allotment under this System, he shall have a mini¬ 
mum export performance of at least Rs. 20 lakhs 
per year during the base period, where his produc¬ 
tion unit has been in existence for two years or 
more. However, in the case of production units 
newly established within this period of two years, the 
condition of minimum export performance shall not 
be enforced. 


(iii) The Textile Commissioner shall prescribe 
the minimum capacity in terms, of sewing machines 
and workers for an exporter to be eligible for allot¬ 
ment under MEE, While assessing relative capacity, 
Textile Commissioner shall also give due weightage 
to other machines installed. The Textile Commis¬ 
sioner will also satisfy himself about a reasonable 
correlation between the number of workers and 
machines installed. 

(iv) The allotment under MEE is in respect of 
goods manufactured in the factory of the owner only. 
Goods manufactured elsewhere including' factories 
under leasehold shall not be eligible for MEE. 

(v) Available quantities will be distributed by 
DG, AEPC pro-rate on the basis of production ca¬ 
pacity of eligible applicants as decided by the Tex¬ 
tiles Commissioner, Each applicant may opt for a 

maximum of fifteen countryjcktegories for the above 
allotment. 
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(vi) When il is observed that quantity allotted U 
one or more of Manufacturer-Exporters for a country- 
category is too small (as decided by Textile Com¬ 
missioner) the D.G., AEJPC shall reallocate these 
quantities in such a manner that the quantity allot¬ 
ted to each of the applicants is reasonable enough. 

(via) The total allocation under PPE and MEE 
for a Manufacturer Exporter who also has entitle¬ 
ments under PPE shall not exceed 125% of Annual 
Average no. of pieces exported by him during the 
base period*. 

* Unit value realised by him in the above period 


Avg. unit value realised by India in the above period 
The quantity allotted to new MEE holder shall be 
equitable with the quantities allotted under MEE to 
existing RPE holders. 

fviii) MEE is not transferable. Before allocation 
of MEE to a unit in particular year, the Proprietor' 
Managing Partner'Managing Director shall he asked 
to submit an affidavit to the effect that (a) the MEE 
utilised during the previous year, if any, was for' 
goods physically manufactured bv the units owned 
by him against which the MEE had been allotted 
and (b) he shall manufacture the goods for entitle¬ 
ment to be allotted now to him in writs physically 
owned bv him. Along with the certification anpli- 
cation. he shall submit an affidavit that the goods 
presently being exported have been manufactured 
in the same units. 

fix') In order to ensure that allotments under this 
svstem are availed by genuine manufacturers the 
Textile Commissioner shall cause all the units of 
applicants held eligible for allotment under this svs¬ 
tem inspected bv a team of officers at least once 
during the poliev period, with a view to verifying the 
installed capacities. New unit i.e. those set up with¬ 
in two vears prior to the allotment under this system, 
shall be inspected on a priority basis, 

(x) In the case of exports against allotments under 
this system, the floor prices applicable will‘be 10% 
higher than general floor prices announced by the 
Textile Commissioner. 

10. Public Sector Entitlement (PSF) System : 

(i) For Corporations under the control of Central- 
State Govts, and Apex Cooperatives of CenlrallState 
level, there shall be an allocation of 2%. 

(ii) The criteria for eligibility of a Corporation' 
Cooperative for allotments under this system would 
be the same as stipulated in clause 9 above. The pro¬ 
cedure for allotment will also be the same as stipu¬ 
lated for MEE systems. PSE is not transferable. 

(iii) The manufacturing activity shall have to be 
geographically limited to the authorised areas of 
operation of such PSE holder. 

11. Non-Quota Entitlement System : 

(i) Exporters of apparels to Non-quota countries 
and non-quota items to quota countries shall be 
eligible under this system provided the payment is 


received in free cutmney, and the exporter has a 
minimum export performance of Rs. 30 lacs during 
the base period. 50% of this level be reserved for 
exports to thrust countries vi/., Japan. Australia, 
New Zealand, Switzerland, Mexico. Brazil, Agren- 
tina Peru. 

(ii) Entitlement under this system shall be calcu¬ 
lated on the basis of value of exports during base 
period and the levels available will be distributed pro¬ 
rata on the basis of the value of exports of indivi¬ 
dual applicants. 

(iii) An exporter shall be permitted a choice of 
15 countries'categories combination for allotment. 

(iv) There shall be a threshold level that can be 
allotted to an exporter, as in the case of MEE. 

(v) Conditions applicable to PPE so far as may 
be shall be applicable for NQE also. 

(vi) NQE is transferable (hereinafter referred to 
ns NOT) and the conditions of transfer shall be 
same as in case of PPE. NQT is not, transferable. 

12. Slow moving items : 

(i) An item shall be declared to be slow-moving 
if during each of the vears of the base period, its 
utilisation has been less than 75% of the base level 
tor the corresponding years. The Director Gene¬ 
ral, AEPC shall declare the items that are slow 
moving latest by 1st December of the previous year. 

(ii) Notwithstanding anything else contained in 
any of the provisions of this notification, the follow¬ 
ing relaxations shall ordinarily be available for a 
slow-moving items :— 

(a) There shall be no stipulation for compulsory 
Letter of Credit under FCES. 

(b) The exporter will have to furnish 1 % EMD ] 
BG instead of the rates stipulated for other 
categories, under FOFS. 

(c) The quantitative ceiling stipulated for FCFS 
vide para 8 above shall not be enforced. 

(iii) Any of the above relaxations mav be with¬ 
drawn without advance notice by the Textiles Com¬ 
missioner on ’.he basis of current demand pattern. 

13. Floor Prices : 

(i) Ordinarily there shall be onlv one floor price 
for each country'category to be fixed by the Textiles 
Commissioner. 

(ii) While fixing floor price, the average unit value 
realisation during the base period and the fluctuation 
in exchange rate shall be taken into consideration. 

14. Validity Period of Certification on Shipping Bill : 

(i) The validity period of a certification by DG, 
AEPC on a shipping bill shall be the same as the 
validity of the relevant entitlement. 

(ii) In all systems of allotment extension of the 
validity period of certification can be obtained for 30 
days by furnishing to AEPC an additional EMDlBG 
of 15 per cent of the F.O.B, value; and for another 
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30 flays by Undid additional EMDBG ol 15 pci cent 
and iit any ca-c nol beyond T lst December. 

(iii) Tlic Dei, AEPC shall be competent to giant 
such extension-.. 

(iv) There shall be no extensions save as provided 
above. 

15. Handlooin Garments : 

Special quantises reserved for handloom garments 
for certain countries will be allotted under FCFS and 
PSE on 90 : 10 basis. 

16. EMD'BG'Forfeiturc : 

(i) In case of FPE. MF.E, NOE and PSE systems, 
exporters will nol be required to furnish EMDjBG 
during the original validity of the entitlement, 

(ii) In ease of FCFS system, an exporter shall be 
required to give EMD[BG at the rate of 5 per cent 
of the F.O.B. value on the quantities applied for. 

(iii) The validity of PPE, Mht, NQE and PSE 
shall be normally as per clause 6(i). Validity of die 
quantity earmarked for the second period, in the 
above systems including PPT and NOT however, can 
be extended upto ?lst December against Letter of 
Credit accompanied by EMDBG at the rate of 20 per 
cent of FOB value. 

(iv) The FMDIBG of an exporter who exports less 
than 95 per cent of the export entitlement in a parti¬ 
cular period under FCFS. PPT, NQT, or during the 
revalidation period mentioned at para (iii) above for 
PPE including PPT, MEE, NQE including NQT or 
PSE shall be forfeited as hereinafter provided. The 
DC, AEPC shall forfeit the EMD BG in case utilisa¬ 
tion is upto 75 p.r cent in case of fast moving items 
and upto 50 per cent in case of slow moving items 
proportionate to the short-fall in utilisation. If utilisa¬ 
tion of export entitlement allocation is less than the 
above, the EMDIBG shall be forfeited in full. For this 
purpose utilisation shall be computed on the basis of 
each system and each period separately. In case of re¬ 
tention of validity certification the percentage utilisa¬ 
tion '-hull he commuted separately for each certi- 
ficatios validity extended. 

(v) All forfeited FMDIBG shall be deposited into 
a P. D. account of Govt, to be operated in such 
manner as Govt, notifies from time to time. 

(vj) Persons to whom export entitlements are allot¬ 
ted but who do not utilise them fully would render 
themselves liable to disqualification from getting en¬ 
titlement in future without prejudice to any other 
action that mav be taken against them. 

(vii) All applications for extension shall be sub¬ 
mitted complem in all respects before the expiry of 
the validity of the original entitlement. 

17. Appeal against Forfeiture of EMD BG : 

An exporter when aggrieved by an order of forfei¬ 
ture by DG, AEPC under para I6(iv) above may 
appeal before the Textiles Commissioner, Bombay 
against such forfeiture within 15 days of receipt of 
such communication on forfeiture. The Textile Com¬ 
missioner shall, upon receipt of the representation give 
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,i i tiling as cailv as possible. While disposing appeals, 
he may take into consideration force majeure condi¬ 
tions. He may also take into consideration the prompt¬ 
ness in surrendering the unutilised entitlements during 
the validity of the entitlement. For this purpose the 
Textiles Commissioner shall mean and include such 
other officers as designated by him. 

1 8. Clearance by Customs 

(a) Products under restraint including items not 
subnet to specific limits in USA :— 

Shipments will be allowed by Customs Authori¬ 
ties at the port of shipments after verifying 
the certification of export entitlement on the 
original and duplicate of shipping bills for 
individual consignments issued by the 
AEPC. 

(b) Handloom Garments 

In so far as exports to all handloom garments 
except tailored Collar Shirts corresponding 
to restrained items in Canada, Cotton hand¬ 
loom garments to Austria, special quantities 
reserved for handloom garments in some of 
the restrained categories to USA, EEC, Nor¬ 
way, Finland shipments will be permitted 
by the Customs on the basis of Inspection 
Endorsement by the Textile Committee in 
part 2 of the combination form. 

(c) Garments falling under India items ;— 

Tn respect of India items which are traditional 
folklore handicraft textile products of India, 
shipments will be permitted by the Cus¬ 
toms for exports to EEC, USA, Finland, 
Ausvria, Sweden, Norway, and Canada on 
the basis of appropriate certificates issued 
by the office of the Development commis¬ 
sioner (Handicrafts). 

19. (a) Export Certificate, Certificate of Origin and 

visa :— 

The following certificates required under the rele¬ 
vant bilateral textile agreements will be issued by 
AEPC or any other agency duly authorised in this 
behalf :— 

(1) (a) Export Certificates and Certificate of 
origin for all garmcnt|knitwear items under 
restraint. 

(b) Certificates of Origin for all non-restrained 
gamients'knitwcur items. 

(2) Finland-—Export Certificates for restrained 
items. 

(3) Sweden—Export Certificates for restrained 
items. 

(4) Austria—Export Certificates for garments 
subject to restraint or surveillance. 

(5) Norway—Export Certificates and certificate 
of origin in respect of categories subject to 
specific limits. 

(6) Canada-—Export Certificate for garment of 
knitted, powerloom and mill-made origin 
are subject to restraint except for consign¬ 
ments valued at Canadian $ 500 or less. 
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(7) U.S.A.—Visa for all garment|knitwear con- 
signtnems valued over US $ 250. 

(b) Handloom Certificate— 

In the case of export of all handloom garments 
except Tailored Collar Shirts corresponding to res¬ 
trained items to Canada, cotton handloom garments 
to Austria and special quantities reserved for Hand- 
loom Garments in some of the restrained categories 
to ETC, Norway and Finland the Textile Committee 
will issue the certificate as prescribed in the Bilateral 
Agreements for such products. 

20. Government reserves the right to make amend¬ 
ments to any of the foregoing provisions without 
giving prior notice.
